Children Between 7 and 16 Shall At­

James G. Miller,

ance officer, today desired to issue a 
statem ent concerning the new attend­ 
ance law, and 
urged 
that parents 
prepare their children for the open­ 
ing of the school term next month. 
The following section of the 
law,

employment of minors, was cited by 
Mr. Miller: 
“Every child between the ages of 
seven and sixteen years shall attend 
public school, pr other school taught

tire time the public school is in s e s ­ 
sion in the school district in which* 
such child resides."

ask Dawes to seek a program

The secret hope of the committee 
is that Dawes will let fly some off* 
lis choicest “cuss” words ut those 
responsible for government extrava­ 
gance and then “use the axe" in cut­ 
ting off their appropriations. Dawes 
probably will appear before the com­ 
mittee within the next few days. 
Republican leaders of the house 
is the result of the dark picture of 
the government 
financial situation 
given the 
committee 
yesterday bv 
Secretary Mellon, realize it will be 
most 
difficult 
to make good their 
promise of reducing taxes by $500,- 
000,000. Upon Melloii's estimates of 
xpenditurea, taxes must be increas­ 
ed $266,000,000. 
To 
cut 
taxes 
$500,000,000 the 
new revenue bill must not \^*bl more 
than $3,000,000,000. 
The 
revenue 
revision program suggested bv Mel­ 
on with the several new taxes would 
yield approximately $3,565,000,000. 
If expenditures can be cut to $3,- 
50,000,000 or $804,000,000 
under 
the Mellon estimate 
that $500,000,- 
000 cut in taxes could lie accomplish­ 
ed. 
In addition to $3,000,000,000 which 
would he provided in the new tax bill 
the Fordnev tariff 
is expected to 
bring in $370,000,000 if passed bv 
January I, and $350,000,000 
will 
ome from the salvage of war m a­ 
terial. 


The marked business depression 
is in large measure responsible 
for 
the present 
difficult fiscal problem 
which confronts the government. The 
present taxes at the height of 
war 
p rofits, yielded about $6,000,000,000 
a year.

One European country which may 
be represented at the disarmament 
conference has already been sound­ 
ed out by Quay o’Orsay as to wheth­
